
6 Jurors Accepted 

NEW ORLEANS— The 

fifth arid sixth jurors accept- 
able to the defense and the 
prosecution were selected in 
the Clay Shaw conspiracy 
trial. 

The slow pace indicated 
thait the case District Attor- 
ney Jim Garrison is bring- 
ing against Shaw and the 
Warren Commission will not 
begin until next week at the 
earliest. , 

Garrison lhas charged that 
Shaw, a 55-year-old retired 
businessman, plotted the as- 
sassination of President 
Kennedy with two men now 
dead — pilot David Ferrie 
and Lee Harvey Oswald, 
who the Warren report says 
committed the murdfer alone 
and unaided. 

The ' prosecution subpoe- 
naed three more persons 
yesterday. Among them was 
Dr. Robert R. Shaw of Dal- 
las, tyho attended Gov. John 
Connally of Texas, who was 
riding with President Ken- 
nedy and was wounded.
